James N,. McKelvey, Building Com- 
missioner of St. Louis, exercised super- 
vision over*the reconstruction of Hav- 
lin's Theater by the McKelvey Con- 
struction Co. of which he'was formerly 
president, and in which he is still a 
stockholder, according to affidavits filed 
by union..workmen with the Central 
Trades and Lahor Union. 

These affidavits will be used by the 
Central Trades and Labor Union as 


ithe basis for a demand for ah official 


investization. They will be turned over 


to a member of the Housé of Delegates, 


with the request to have a committee 
appointed to investigate’ the Building 


Commissioner’s office. 

Under the law, the Building Com- 
sioner is charged ‘with the duty of 
issuing all permits for the construc- 
tion’ and reconstruction of. buildings, 
and is partictiarly -charged with the 


r duty of enforcing the~bullding and 


fire laws against the theaters, 
Law in the Case. 

Under the law no theater can be 
opened to the public until it-ds offi- 
cially approved by ‘the Building Com- 
missioner. The form of the approval 
is a certificate issued by the Building 
Commissioner, without which no thea- 
ter can obtain’ a license to do busi- 
ness in St. Louis, 

The'theory upon which the Central 

Trades and Labor "Inion will deman:l 
the investigat-on is that it is !m- 
proper for McKelvey, as Building 
Commissioner, to pass officially upon 
work done by a construction com- 
pany in which he is interested, for a 
theater over which he exercises .1- 
most absolute power. 
One of the affidavits in the hands of 
representatives of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union was made by W. M. 
Michaels, a carpenter employed on the 
theater. 

In the affidavit Michaels says he was 
employed by the McKelvey Construction 
Co, to work on the Havlin Theater. He 
says further, under oath, that the rear 
west wall of the building is so much out 
of pluinb that some of the joists have 
pulled entirely from their bearings in 
his condition, he says, he 
found in the third floor hall. 


Other Charges Made. 


Frank J. Wondercheck, another carpen- 
ter, made an affidavit that the parquet 
gircer supporting the Dalcony and gal- 
lery was constructed out of eight pieces 
of one-inch lumber, 14 inches wide and 
nailed together. -The iron column rests, 
according to: Wondercheck’s statement, 
upon this wood girder. The column, he 
Says in the affidavit, has crushed into 
the side of the girder as the result of 
the weight it supports.

A few days ago McIntyre acquired, i 
perfectly legal manner, a black four. 
cylinder flyer that was guaranteed «« 
go anywhere, climb anything and sto; 


at nothing. He had never run an auto. 
but he had seen many of them run’ bj 
other men. 

Besides, there was the guarantee that 
it would run. If it would do the -run- 
ning he thought he could do the ‘steer- 
ing. So he undertook to take it home. 

The trial lasted three days and three 
nights. Lawyer McIntyre made many 
motions, but” little: progress. ° The ma- 
chine interposed technicalities and stood 
pat. . 

He Rexorts to Force. 


After McIntyre had exhausted .every 
legal recourse he resorted to force. The 
machine entered such strong objections 
that it broke the tow rope several 
times, but it was finally dragged into 
a tribunal where they know little about 
the law, but much about the works of 
an automobile that does not work. 

At 3 p. m. Monday MelIntyre, accom- 
panied by F,. G. Gardner, party of the 
first part, from whom he had purchased 
the machine, went to the residence of 
Cyrus G. Hall, In the, 5900 bieck on 
Minerva avenue, where_ the’ machine 
was, to take it home. He estimated that 
it would take him about thirty-five min- 
utes to cover the four mile’ to his home 
at 4% Lohmeyer aventie, Maplewood, 
acd: paralyze the neighbors. He now 
Knows ‘that he figured wrong, The} 
neighbors have not been paralyzed yet. 

Off to Good Start. 

Not wishing to damage Hall’s gate 
posts, McIntyre, Gardner and Hall 
pushed the machine out into the street. 
Hall. cranked it. 
place at the steering wheel, let in the 
clutch, and. away they went, for a 
block. Then they stopped. Hall cranked

Hall then went 
home, but McIntyre and Gardner stuck 
another hour. So did the machine. 
Then they left it. 

Bright .and early Tuesday morning 
MelIntyre was on the scene with a sack- 
ful of garden tools. Gardner, still game 
and still hacking up the guarantee, met 
him there and between them they

Oculists Fight to Save Sight of 
Provident Life Representative, 
Wounded at Wood Ridge. 





Edwin S. ‘Williams, local. agent of 
the Provident Life Trust Co, and a 


member of the Normandie Golf Club, 
liés in a darkened room at his home, 
97 Belt avenue, while an effort is being 
made to save the sight of his right eye. 

He was accidentally shot by H. C, 
Doty, steward of the Normandie Golf 
Club, while they were hunting quail at 
Wood Ridge, Mo., 20 miles south of St. 
Louis, on the: opening day of the quail 
season, Wednesday. | 

Besides the shot which penetrated his 
eye, 58 others are imbedded in his body. | 

Williams and George Dunbar Fisher, 
an oculist, are enthusiastic hunters, and 
keep Kennels of fine dogs at their club. 
When they decided to go hunting the 
first day of the season they invited 
Doty to go with them. 


Wood Ridge is in a wild section of the ty 


State and 20 miles from a railroad. They 
drove to the hunting ground in a wagon 
and engaged quarters at u faim house. 
After breakfast they went in quest of 
quali. “ 

The accident: occurred when the first 
cevey of quail got up Williams was 
in a corn field and his companions did 
not see him, though he was only 2 
yards from them. 

After Doty fired he heard a cry of 
pains Dashing through the corn field, 
he feund Wiliams unconscious and lean- 
ing against a barbed wire fence. 

Fisher and Doty carried Williams half 
a mile to the: farmhouse. There they 
obtained a wagon: and! putting a mats 
tress in it, drove 20 miles to De Soto 
with their wounded comrade. 

Fisher telegraphed to Dr. George F. 
Paine, ‘who, met the train at Union: Sia- 
tion when they reached’ St. Louls at 
5 p. m. 

Dr.. Paine found that one of the quail 
shot had penetrated Williams” right 
eye, cutting through the edge of the 
pupil and lodging behind the eye-ball: 
In the present condition of the eye it 
is impossible to probe for the shot with- 
out destroying sight, surgeons say, 

' For fear that the shock of pain 
might sympathetically affect the eye, 
no attempt has been made to .extract 
any of the’ shot with Which Williams’

Mrs. Coffin went to the kitchen as 
soon as her husband left for the city, 
at 8 a. m., and she and the maid began 
filling the tank of a gasoline .stove. 
Neither noticed that a jet was burning 
On another gasoline stove, which stood 
near. 

An instant later there was a flashy, 
and’ the negress shrieked as her gar- 
ments began to blaze. 

Mrs. Coffin, who was in a thin kime- 
ho, was ont of the way of the fire, 
but regardless of her own safety, she 
pushed the mald into the next room, 
jand threw her on a rug. As she did 
this, her own lighter garment caughc 
fire, and it: was ablaze when her son 
rushed in and smothered the flame. Her 
sleeve was burned off.

Mrs. Vermilya for the taet tow days 


has heen under close police guard at 
her home, According to plan, she. will 
be taken at once to a police station,. 
although her physicians declare she is, 
seriously ill. 

The decision to arrest Mrs. Vermilya, 
who is .a trained nurse, was 
made after 4a conference of two 
tours by the examining doctors, Cor- 
oner Hoffman, Chief of Police Mec- 
Weeny, State's Attorney Wayman and 
other officers of the police who have 
examined her. 

Plans to Exhunte Bodies. 

Before the examination Coroner Hoff- 
man had declared he would cause other 
bodies fo be exhumed to sec if arsenic 
could be found. 

The first thread in a poison mystery 
that the police say is likely to reveal a 
series of murders, more willful and 
«old-blooded. than any in police history 
here, was unraveléd by the announce- 
ment that Bissoriette had been poisoned. 

Bissonette died suddely a week ago, 
after becoming iil at the home of the 
widow, Mrs. Louise Vermilya, with 
whom he boarded. Examination of his 
viscera showed arsenic in more than 
sufficient quantity toe cause death. 

When first examined after Misson- 
ette’s death Mrs. Vermilya declared 
the policeman was @ngaged to marry 
her. This was disproved by the die- 
covery later of his will, made only a 
short time before, caving all his 
property, amounting to about $1509, 
to his fiancee, Miss Laura Rivard of 
Minnesota, Other statements made 
by her also were. proved to be untrue, 
it was alleged, and Capt. Harding, 
while unwilling to arrest her imme- 
diately, placed her under surveil- 
lance. 

This was almost immediately fol- 
lowed by Mrs, Vermilya’s becoming 
seriously ‘ill, suffering from convul- 
sions and appearing to be In almost 
the same condition that had marked 
both Smith’s and Bissonette’s deaths, 
An extra guard was placed over her 
and nurses employed to be at her side 
constantly.

“I was employed. to work on the 
building by McKelvey’s foreman, Mr. 
Tucker, who is now general manager 
of the tonstruction company,” said 
Michaels to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“I worked in th® third floor hall for 
two weeks. McKelvey personally 
paid me off both times, I am willing 
to make affidavit to that fact. I had 
never seen McKelvey until I was em- 
ployed on the theater. 

“I observed that he is a man of. ex- 
ceedingly florid complexion, rather 
small, and talks in short, snappy sén- 
tences and in a gruff voice. He was 
always accompanied by a time clerk, 
who verified the time the men had 
worked, and McKelvey then handed out 
the money.”’ 

“I was also twice paid. personally by 
Building Commissioner McKelvey while 
I was work on the iob,’’ said Frank 
Wondercheck to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “I worked there during July 
and August.”’ 

When Building Commissioner Mc- 
Kelvey was asked whether his con- 
struction cOmpany had done the re- 
construction work on the theater he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter in 
his office at the city hall Friday: 

“No; my company did not have the 
job. I wish it had! I wish it had all 
the theater jobs in St. Louis.

“The McKelvey Construction Co. is 
an Incorporated company, opegating un- 
der a State charter.

I was’ president of the 
company until I was appointed Build- 
ing Commissioner. Then I resigned, but 
I still own stock in it. 

“The company is now under the 
management of Mr, Tucker,,; If he 
can get any theatér jobs in St. Louis 
and don’t take them ne will lose his 
job, ” 

“Did you personally pay off any of 
the workmen employed on the thea- 
ter?” 

“If I did, I don’ t remember it,” an- 
swered the Building 
“Tl did go to the theater several times 
in July, I think, to inspect it, but I 
have no recollection of having paid 
off the men.”

PROVOKES SOME APPLAUSE 


Efram Zimbalist, Russian Violin- 
ist, Auer’s Pupil Makes a Genu- 
ine Musical Appeal, 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—Josef Stransky 
of Berlin, whose engagement in the 
summer to succeed the late Gustave 


Mahler, as conductor of the Phifharmo. 
nic Symphony Orchestra, caused a storm 
of adverse criticism in Europe and New 
York, made his American debut last 
night-in Carnegie Hall. ¥ 

The extent of his fitness for the post 
of leader cannot yet» be accurately es- 
timated, for no other musical director 
made a first appearance in this -coun- 
try under. circumstatices so trying. Re- 
alizing that unfriendly persons were in 
the large audience, it was but natural 
that Stransky should be “ excessively 
nervous, and this’ did not help him. 

He left much tobe desired in his inter- 
pretation of Eighth Beethoven symphony 
in F major, which marked his initial 
effort. The members of the orchestra 
were on their mettle, and left no musi- 
cal stone unturned to give everything 
asked for by the new conductor. It 
was this keen responsiveness that was 
of immeasurable assistance to Stran- 
sky in his directing of the Liszt sym- 
phonic poem, ‘‘Tasso,” built up witb 
admirable. skill, and which brought 
spontaneous and long-continued ap- 
plause at its conclusion. 

In this work Stransky revealed quali- 
ties that could not be denied by the 
severest of critics capable of fair-mind- 
edness. The  ‘‘Meistersinger’’ prelude, 
too, received commendable *reatment, 
and its performance brought the concert 
to a close. There was moderate ap- 
plause. | , 

Stransky disdained music reading last 
evening, trusting to a memory that was 
seemingly secure. 

Apart from the interest centering in 
Stransky there was genuine concern in 
the New York debut of the Russian vio- 
linist Efram Zimbalist. The product of 
that -distinguished master, Leopold 
Auer, who has developed such artists 
as Mischa Elman and Kathleen Par- 
low, Zimbalist demonstrated his’ right 
to be ranked with the foremost play- 
ers of the day. 

His tone is markedly different from 
that of any player this public has re- 
cently heard, its purity standing apart 
as one almost incomparable. Zimbalist 
combines in His playing all those ele- 
ments that make for sound musician- 
ship, the complete exposition of the in- 
ner contents of the composition at hand, 
and genuine musical appeal. He is only 
22 years old, too.

in St. Louis, declared Saunders Norvell, 
president of the Civic League, in a 
speech before the Public Question Club 
at the City Club Toursday night. 

’ Norvell began by asking the question, 
“What is the matter with business in 
St. Louis?’”’ and answered in detail. He 
said that the lines of business which 
had made the greatest development here 
had done so because of the ability of 
the men who headed them. ThoSe men, 
he said, could have succeeded here in 
almost any line and failures in other 
lines had been due to lack of ability 
and hot to any peculiar disadvantages of

the city. 
Comparison Favorable. 

He maintained that the city’s geo- 
graphical position was unrivaled and 
that its position regarding railroad fa- 
cilities was all that could be desired. 
The climate, he said, compares favor- 
ably with that of other large cities. 

As a desirable new industry, he sug- 


. gested the manufacture of automobile 


trucks, now coming into great demand. 

“St. Louls has freight rates that are 
very fair,” he said. “St. Louis can ship 
goods into points in Colorado at an ad- 
vantage over Denver and inte Texas 
at an advantage over Dallas. The rea- 
son is the high cost of the short hauls 


‘from both points. The cheapness of 


coal is another advantage to manufac- 
turers in our city. 


Manufacturing Increase. 
“And the development of the manu- 


factures in St, Louis is the chief thing 
I would suggest as to the needs of the 
city. The increase of 67 per cent in the 
last 10 years of the manufactured prod- 
ucts of St. Louls shows what has been 
done. 

“Manufactures are needed to give the 
city permanence in a business way. Job- 
bing, in which St. Louis has excelled, 
is too uncertain because it is too easy 
for the jobber to move to another 
point. Manufacturing establishments 
are less likely to be moved. Then, too, 


distributing goods requires few persons 
compared with the number that are re- 


quired in manufactures.” a

* Tiluminated Auto Tags, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

At present automobiles are compelled to carry 
a red light and a license tag. For identification 
purposes the tag is almost useless. Why not 
combine the red light and the license tag and 
make an illuminated Hcense tag? Make a metal 
box about 6 inches high and 10 inches wide, and 
deep enough to hold one or more lights. In the 
door of this box, which ld be white, the 
number could be perforatéd in figures about 4 
inches high, the perforations being about one- 
half inch in diameter. In this. door, on the inner 
side, a red glass could be fastened. With a light 
beh‘nd this door at night the numbers would 
show red, and could be seen for a great distance. 
In the day time, with no light therein, the red 
glass behind the perforations would appear dark, 
and thus contrast well with the white door.

The Post-Dispatch has for years urged the 
planting of shade trees in St.-Louls and as the 
time of year is now at hand-when most varieties 
should be transplanted it may be of some in- 
terest to know how Washington, which has 561 
miles of trée-shaded streets, manages this very 
necessary branch of civic beauty and health. 
The city government has two nurseries which 
furnish young trees as required and as soon as a 
tree dies or is removed another is -put in its 
place. Bach. street has a certain species allotted 
to it and the new tree is of that kind, unless it 
has been determined that it be discontinued. It 
has been found, for instance, that the thorny 
locust is not desirable, nor the Lombardy poplar 
and soft maple, so no more of these are planted, 
Wut the trees that stand in good order are not 
@isturbed as a rule. No one is permitted to in- 
terfere with any tree beyond the building ‘line, 

When a skyscraper is erected great care is 
#éken not to damage the trees; a good example 
of this is the giant elm flourishing today in 
front of the Willard Hotel, which St. Louisans 
will remember. 

A tree that does so extremely well here, that I 
have never even seen a dead limb,. is the 
Gingko Biloba or Maidenhair, H is @ native of 
China and Japan and is said to be a distant 
relative of the family of conifers, though it 
shows “no resemblance to any conifer in this 
country. .The main drive leading to. the Agricul- 
tural Department is lined with the trees and 
just now towards the end of October they are 
simply gorgeous.
